TOP OR BOTTOM. 


Anawerlnit the Qnentlon of Which. 


M,*vett the FunU-r In a Wheel. 


Among .the many questions which orig- 


inated in cycling and have now donned 
automobile garb uud proclaimed them- 
selves as something brand new is the 
time honored, hoary headed alleged prob- 
lem as to whether the. top of a wheel 
moves faster than the <fcirt which rests 
on the ground. 
The problem never was 


intended to be anything but a catch aud 
is 'peculiarly meritorious on account of 
the' semblance of science with which it ia 
clothed. 
The fact that the part of the 


wheel which is in contact with the earth 
has come to a standstill on what might 
he termed a dead center point is so ap- 
parent that any. child can see without go- 
ing into any 0r*planation, aud yet there 
are those who will argue the question se- 
riously, as if that feature of the problem 
was not apparent to every one. 


The question is us to what is the rela- 


tive speed between the top and the bot- 
tom of a wheel, say, when the \vheel is 
28 inches in diameter and is going over a 
Ifozen lake, to eliminate all unevenness 
of the road. The rim, or tire, travels 
faster than the hub, having to make a 
much longer revolution or circuit in the 
same time it takes the hub to revolve, but 
the part of the tire that is on the ground 
is necessarily traveling at the same rate 
around its own axis as that part •which 
is farthest from the ground. 
1C the 


center of. the earth be regarded as the 
axis, that part o£ tho wheel which rests 
upon the ground, being nearer the cen- 
tral axis, would be slower than the top 
part, which is farther from the central 
axis. The computation of the difference 
would depend upon the size of the wheel. 


This is not responsive to the question, 


and yet, despite the fact that it reads as 
if intended to convey a wrong impression, 
by a happy fortuitousness is absolutely 
correct. The question as to whether the 
top or bottom of a wheel goes the far- 
ther was originally intended as a "fake" 
question pure and simple. The top of a 
wheel is always the top and never moves 
around the axis. The bottom of a wheel 
is VilM'iiys Wow and veasestito he the 
bottom file moment it changes its position 
the millionth part.of an inch. 


If the discussion was ou.u chalk mark 


on the rim of Of|\\jliepl, there would he 
room for discussion, but the top of a 
wheel is always the top, and the top, huh 
and bottom of a rolling wheel advance 
with a speed which is so nearly equal 
that the wheel would lune to make it 
complete circuit of the earth to nmke the 
top of the wheel go three times the diam- 
eter of the wheel farther than the bot- 
tom.—Motor World.

Legal Control of Traaen Union* and 


of 
Combination* In Trade —TUe 


Young; Industrial Giant ot Modern 
Times. 


With slight omissions, the following 


is au article by Andrew A. Bruce, as- 
sistant professor of law In the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, which appeared in a 
recent issue of the Chicago Record- 
Herald: 


Prior to the thirteenth or fourteenth 


century there was practically speaking 
10 labor question iu England for the 
ourts or the parliament to grapple 
vith, since a limited industrial devel- 
•pment und the institution of slavery 
lad simplified the whole problem. 


Personal liberty indeed was a thing 


unknown to the great masses of the 
Jeople, and It is a significant fact that 
ven the much vaunted Magna Charta 
xacted from King John by the Insur- 
gent barons at a time when 73 per cent 
f the inhabitants of England were in 
a state* of practical slavery was worded 
o as to apply only to "free men." 
lu 1348 and 1340 the terrible visita- 
ion of the black plague spread over 
England and carried oft' tens of thou- 
ands of the English peasants and la- 
jorers, and the survivors, talcing ad- 
•antage of the reduction in their nnin- 
jers and the consequent scarcity of la- 
Jor. began everywhere to demand such 
xorbitant 
wages that 
bankruptcy 


hreatened the smaller employers and 
he larger could operate only at a loss. 
The consequence was that the landed 


proprietors, whose serfs most of these 
aborers had formerly been and who 
lad but recently adopted the custom of 
jractlcally liberating such persons by 
granting to them the use of small per- 
•cls of land and the right to substitute 
'early payments of money or produce 
or tbe personal service owing to their 
ords, became incensed ivot only at 
heir own loss of revenue, but at this 
leeiuiiig ingratitude on the part of 
heir former bond men. 
The parliament being made up al- 


most entirely of their own numbers, 
egiblatlon was in their own hands, and 
n 1349 the famous statute of laborers 


passed. The statute provided that 


he farm laborers and the members of 
learly all the skilled trades then fol- 
owed iu England should not thereafter 
decline to work for or demand higher 
•ates of wages than those which pre- 
vailed In the year immediately preced- 
ng the visitation of the black plague 
and In spite of the constant fluctua- 
ions in the price of the commodities 
which the laborers were compelled to 
)u> and of the rent to be paid by them 
•eumiued In force until the reign of 
Elizabeth, when It was repealed, but 
only to make way for another statute 
equally oppressive. 


This latter statute provided that all 


persons able to work ns laborers or ar- 
tisans and not having independent 
tneaus might be compelled to work at 
agricultural pursuits and gave to the 
justices of the peace, always members 
of the landed or employing class, the 
right to fix the rate of wages and the 
hours of labor, while the statute passed 
at about the same time, 15-48, made "all 
conspiracies a_ml covenants of work- 
men not to make or do their work but 
at a certain rate or price" illegal. These 
alter 
statutes, although 
re-enacted 


from time to time and changed In their 
minor details, remained In force until 
the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 


It was the passage of these statutes 


at so early a time in the history of 
England—or, rather, the English deci- 
sions based thereon—which has led so 
many of our American, judges, reading 
no doubt the decisions without realiz 
ing that there were statutes behind 
them, to hold that in the eyes of the 
law all strikes and boycotts must be 
essentially Illegal. 


In America the statutes have, with 


tut few exceptions, not regulated the 
rates of wages, and yet many judges 
have adopted the rulings-and opinions

of the English, judges. We do, however, 
have analogous statutes. If it bad not 
been for the interstate commerce and 
antitrust statutes, both state and na- 
tional, which make acts in, restraint of 
trade unlawful, we would hardly have 
the plethora of Injunctions leveled 
against the labor unions with which we 
are now visited. 


Rigorous though the statutes directed 


against labor may have been, they were 
not out of accord either with the gen- 
eral judge or legislature made law of 
England in regard to other callings and 
trades, but were a part of a general 
system of law and legislation enacted 
and enforced by a landed and military 
aristocracy to which labor and trade 
alike appeared servile and debased and 
to the interests of which the prosperity 
of either class seemed equally detri- 
mental. The story indeed of the legal 
control of labor In. England was, in its 
earlier stages at any rate, but a chapter 
In the legal control of trade and Indus- 
try generally, and was the result of the 
same political and economic phllojo- 
phy. 


The statute of laborers, which as We 


have seen, originally regulated the rate 
of wages of the workingman, also con- 
tained a provision which required food 
to bo eold at reasonable prices, and at 
"least one statute definitely laid down 
the prices that should prevail for "hens, 
capons, pullets and geese," while In the 
year 1552 a statute was enacted which 
made It a penal offense to forestall- 
that was, to buy or contract for any 
merchandise of victuals on their way 
to ft market; to regrate—that was, to 
buy corn or any dead victuals in any 
market and to sell It again In snch mar- 
ket or within four miles thereof; and tc 
«ngroM—that wag, to purchase large 
quantities of corn or dead victuals toi 
the purpose of resale anywhere

Prior to the nineteenth century, In- 


deed, the governing classes of. England 
were, as they are today In the United 
States, even with its broader suffrage, 
consumers—that la, soldiers and sailors 
—professional men and 
farmers, to 


whom any increase either in the price 
Of goods or of labor was economically 
hurtful and in whose eyes, therefore, 
any attempt of either capital or labor 
to add to its profits met with disfinor. 
It was not, therefore, until a new In- 
dustrial order had been ushered in and 
tho complexion of the English parlia- 
ment had been changed on the one 
hand from that of a body of landed 
proprietors to that of a body of manu- 
facturers and merchants with a world 
expanding trade before them and on 
the other until by the extension of the 
suffrage the workingman had become 
a political factor in the community 
that the adverse legislation in England, 
both in regard to capital and labor, 
ceased. 


When these events took place, which 


they did, iu part at least, by the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century, 
there was a complete change of front, 
both on the part of the courts and of 
parliament. Tbe old laws of restraint 
were only possible in a country of a 
limited 
economic development, and 


when a broader field of industry nnd 
enterprise began to be opened to Eng- 
land, as Jt is todaj- beginning to be 
opened to the United States; when a 
day of big things and of vast inercan' 
tile enterprises and of world expand- 
ing commerce began to dawn, the re- 
strictions of the past seemed trivial 
and burdensome. A youiig industrial 
giant, Indeed, had been born which 
parliament itself could not fetter. 


And yet, fortunately for the laboring 


man. 
this giant was born at a time 


when the humane forces and interests 
were also developing, when the great 
masses of men were acquiring a voice 
and an influence in government and 
when no political party or judiciary 
dared or cared to give to capital a free- 
dom which it denied to labor Itself. 
The change was brought about largely 
by the invention of machinery and the 
development of the mines of England, 
but above all by the expansion of her 
foreign trade and the growing realiza- 
tion of the possibility of an individual 
and national wealth hitherto undream- 
ed of, If only the factories and the 
mines could operate and capital could 
combine unchecked by restraints. 


The capitalist indeed was Interested 


not only In the removal of the restric- 
tions on capital Itself and the abolition 
of the old trade guilds, but also even la 
the repeal of the statutes w hlch regu 
latod the rates of wages. The old trades 
guilds, which by royal charters had li 
certain trades and industries been glv 
en exclusive privileges and a freedun 
and exemption from the laws general!} 
restraining labor, were abolished at tin 
instigation of the capitalists becaus 
"the 
capitalist desired to work his la 


borers for as many hours a day as lie 
pleased in times of business activity 
which the rules of the guilds forbade 
and also because he desired to be abk 
to become a manufacturer and a mas 
ter of industry by virtue of the posses 
sion of capital alone and not. as re 
quired by the guilds, as the result of u 
promotion to that rank from those o 
apprentices and journeymen. 
Whll 


the statutes regulating rates of wage- 
were abolished, it was largely becausi 
cf the necessity for the manufacture 
to quickly hire large numbers of mei 
in times of business pressure, whlcl 
could only be done by the offer of lai 
ger wages than those paid them by 
other employers. 


The law. then, as administered by th 


courts in England today, is practically 
this—that fraud and misrepresentation 
intimidation and physical obstruction 
or molestation or the Intentional pro 
curement of a violation of coutractua 
rights are unlawful, both on the par 
of the capitalist and of the laborer, bu 
tnat to pursue to the bitter end a wa 
of competition waged in the Interest o 
one's own- trade and with that en< 
alone In view is not unlawful so as t 
be the subject of Indictment or actio 
for damages, although such an act o 
plan of action may be considered in re 
stralnt of trade in such a sense as to b 
void and Incapable of enforcement by 
tbe courts as between the immediate 
parties to It. 


To such an extent. Indeed, have tbe 


courts gone that in a recent case a com- 
bination of shipowners for the purpose 
of controlling the entire tea trade of 
Canton and of the ports ou the Hong* 
kong river by means of the adoption 
of a uniform rate of charges, the boy- 
cotting of all competitors and by re- 
fusing to do business with persons deal-1 
Ing with Buch competitors, as well as 
by a temporary reduction of rates, tot 
tbe sole purpose of driving competitors 
out of business, was held not to be Ille- 
gal or a violation of tbe personal rights 
of aucb competitors so as to entitle one 
of them to an action for tne damaged 
sustained by him from tbe combination 
nor to be tbe subject of a criminal pros- 
ecution, although tbe judges generally 
expressed tbe opinion tbat such an 
agreement wa» eo opposed to public 
policy tbat tbe courts would not en 
force It as between tbe parties thereto.

German punitive expedition sent to 
avenge the massacre of L>V. Mencka 
and other members of the first Ger- 
man south sea expedition on the canni- 
bal Island of St. Matthias landed from 
the German cruiser Cormoran near the 
scene of the massacre, killed 80 natives 
and captured 17. 


The splendid steam yacht Eberhard, 


formerly the Princess Alice, belonging 
to the Prince of Monaco, was fitted out 
last year by the prince for an extensive 
voyage of exploration and discovery 
In the south seas. 


The expedition was placed In charge 


of: Dr Bruno Menckc. a young million- 
aire of Berlin, who had devoted hla 
life to scientific research. 
The ship 


was fitted out at Hamburg regardless 
of expense and set sail with a German 
crew and a staff of scientists, among 
whom were Dr. lleiurath, formerly 
attached to the Berlin Zoological gar- 
den.

plant, to be erected at Dover Point, be 
exempted from taxation for a period 
of ten years. William F. Nason of 
Dover and J. Parker B. Fiske, \ioe 
president and general manager of the 
company, weie present m behalf of the 
petitioners. 
The councils voted unani- 


mously to grant the petition. 


The compsny proposes to begin work 


at once on tho pleut, -which will be 
erected .on the Fiseataqua at Dover 
Point. 
Option his been secured on 


forty or more acres of land for the site 
of the factory, and other laud has been 
obtained, upon which dwelling houses 
will be built for the emplf yes. 


Tho company has also secured the 


option of 150 acres of the be it clay land 
ou the bankio f the Cocheco and Bella- 
my river?. The initial section of the 
factory will cost $75,000, while the 
whole plant, with all equipments, will 
represent upwards of $1,000,000. 
The 


final buildings will be constructed with 
steel frames, brick walls and tar roofs, 
and will be the most perfect brick fac- 
tory in the woild. 


The transportation horn tho dryer 


and kiln, the setting of the brick iu tlu 
kiln and taking them from tho kiln, 
will be done by means of an overhead 
electric crane, so that the brick will b*- 
touched by hand only twice wl lie lhe> 
are on the plant. 


The compuuy, when in full operation, 


will employ between 200 and 30') men, 
nearly all skilled laborers

and most improved machinery will be 
used in the preparation of the clay anc 
the moulding of green biick, and in 
drying and burning the same.
